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YOU’VE  GOTTA  HAVE  A GIMMICK 


Recently  DRAG  magazine’s  photograph- 
er was  in  Europe  on  an  assignment  for 
DRAG.  He  was  very  well  received  in 
the  nightclubs  in  Amsterdam  and  Paris. 
However,  when  he  tried  to  get  photo- 
graphs and  a story  from  England's  num- 
ber one  transvestite  he  was  told  by  the 
manager  that  the  star  wasn't  interested 
in  any  transvestite  publication.  He  con- 
siders himself  an  actor  not  a female  im- 
personator. He  then  failed  to  grant  our 
representative  an  interview. 

Who's  fooling  whom?  According  to  my 
definition  of  transvestism  it  means  one 
who  wears  the  clothing  of  the  opposite 
sex  (see  the  above  picture).  ..  Any  man 
who  wears  the  female  attire  IS  a female 
impersonator. 

Actually,  what  the  'actor'  is  trying  to 
say  is  that  he  isn't  queer!  He's  afraid 
he  will  loose  his  audience  if  he  admits 


to  being  a transvestite.  Doesn't  he  re- 
alize that  that  is  what  the  audience  comes 
to  see.  . a queer.  . a man  dressed  in  fe- 
male clothes.  . a transvestite?  The  pub- 
lic doesn't  really  care  what  one  is  as 
long  as  one  provides  good  entertainment. 

I know  quite  a few  professional  enter- 
tainers and  none  of  the  m know  of  any  fe- 
male impersonators  who  are  one  hun- 
dred per  cent  straight.  This  "gimmick" 
bit  is  something  that  is  fed  to  the  pub- 
lic. I suggest  that  the  English  star  and 
his  American  counterpart  get  married 
( and  not  to  each  other)  if  they  really 
want  the  public  to  believe  it.  They  are 
so  realistic  and  in  my  opinion  no  actor 
can  do  it  as  well  as  they  do  and  not  take 
it  seriously. 

We're  not  asking  them,  or  anyone  else, 
to  admit  to  the  public  anything.  . .We're 
only  asking  them  not  to  look  down  their 
noses  at  us. 
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Kay  Gybbons  of  the  editorial  staff 
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HOLLYWOOD:  CHRISTINE  JORGENSEN 
says  the  sex  revolution  is  going  too  far. 

"I  think  its  fair  to  say  that  I was  one  of 
the  first  people  to  do  my  own  thing,  " 
she  muses. 

Although  she  was  one  of  the  first  soldiers 
of  the  sexual  revolution,  Christine  is  be- 
ginning to  have  her  doubts  about  the  move- 
ment. 

"I  wonder  if  the  sexual  revolution  is  go- 
ing too  far,  " she  says.  "It's  all  a great 
toy  now,  everybody  experimenting  with 
everything  imaginable.  But  when  you 
destroy  the  family  unit,  you’ve  got  to 
replace  it,  and  I don't  see  that  happen- 
ing now.  " 


It  is  difficult  to  annoy  Christine,  but  the 
constant  innuendos  that  she  hears  about 
homosexuality  try  her  patience. 

"I  was  very  shy  and  withdrawn  before 
the  operation,  " she  recalls.  "I  knew 
there  was  something  different  about 
me,  but  I didn't  know  what  it  was.  Act- 
ually, there  was  a time  when  I thought 
I was  a homosexual,  but  I never  had 
homosexual  relations  with  a man.  I 
was  always  pretty  much  a loner. 

"I  was  a woman,  emotionally  and  physi- 
cally trapped  in  the  body  of  a man.  Homo 
sexuality  and  transsexualism  are  quite 
different  things.  " 
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Christine  has  been  engaged  twice  since 
her  operation,  but  has  never  married. 

"If  I fall  in  love,  I'd  marry,  certainly, 
she  says.  "But  I’ve  always  been  an  in- 
dependent person  and  I think  I like  it 
that  way.  I don’t  miss  not  having  child- 
ren, but  if  I ever  wanted  one,  I would 

adopt  a baby. 

MELBOURNE,  AUSTRALIA:  A tattoo- 
ed topless  go-go  dancer  was  fired 
from  a sideshow  at  the  Royal  Agri- 
culture show  after  officials  discover- 
ed ’she’  was  a ’he'. 

Sideshow  owner  Hercules  Caramba 
said  the  dancer  was  appearing  as  part 
of  a show  featuring  two  rock  bands,  go- 
go  dancers,  a belly  dancer  and  an  Egypt- 
ian dancer. 

He  said  he  wanted  the  show  to  be  a "fam- 
ily show"  and  therefore  felt  it  was  necess- 
ary to  fire  the  tattoed  topless  dancer  when 
he  found  out  she  was  a man. 

It’s  rather  a different  story  here  in  the 
states.  One  of  the  more  elaborate 
road  shows,  THE  JEWEL  BOY  REVUE 
bills  itself  as  a family  show,  c 0 . 0 This 
show  has  at  least  25  female  impersonators 
in  its  cast. 

THE  WALL  STREET  JOURNAL  reports 
High  Heels  are  here.  For  men,  And 
at  the  moment,  they’re  selling.  If  they 
keep  selling,  next  spring  men’s  shoe 
stores  will  fill  up  with  not  only  high 
heels,  but  wedgeheels  with  and  without 
Carmen  Miranda-type  platform  soles. 

For  men. 

Its  all  part  of  the  men's  shoe  industry’s 
plot  to  wean  its  customers  away  from 
ordinary  shoe  by  copying  successful 
women’s  shoe  styles.  As  such  it  may 
die  the  same  ignominious  death  that  be- 


fell the  midi.  But  first  indications,  from 
places  as  varied  as  New  York  and  Colum 
bus,  Ohio,  are  that  high  heels  for  men 
a re  selling.  In  Columbus,  Lazarus  De- 
partment Stores  began  offering  high-heel 
ed  boots  from  Europe  in  mid-summer. 
The  heels  sold  so  well  that  Lazarus  has 
cast  caution  to  the  winds  and  placed  or- 
ders for  platform  soles  and  wedges. 

TELEVISIONS  JUVENILE  JURY  asked 
its  youngsters  if  they  would  rather  be 
the  opposite  sex.  A surprising  number 
of  young  males  stated  that  they  would 
rather  be  the  opposite  sex.  One  little 
boy  said  it  was  because  the  other  kids 
made  fun  of  him  and  didn’t  like  him.  . . 
Sound  familiar? 

They  were  also  asked  why  little  boys 
should  not  wear  make-up. 

The  answers  ranged  from  because  the 
boys  aren't  pretty  and  little  girls  are 
to  Boys  look  like  clowns  in  make-up 
and  girls  don’t. 

Zsa  Zsa  Gabor  was  brought  on  and  she 
stated  that  boys  should  not  be  allowed 
to  wear  make-up  as  it  ISN’T  MANNISH. 
She  also  stated  that  when  she  was  little 
she  was  a tomboy  and  wanted  to  be  a 
little  boy,  not  a little  girl!  ? ! ! ? ? 

Zsa,  Zsa  if  little  girls  can  be  like 
little  boys,  why  not  just  the  opposite. 

MIAMI:  A city  ordinance  forbidding 
persons  to  wear  the  clothing  of  the 
opposite  sex  has  been  ruled  unconsti- 
tutional. The  ruling  came  from  Cir- 
cuit Court  Judge  Thomas  Testa,  who 
set  aside  the  conviction  of  Willie  Lee 
Peterson,  arrested  on  impersonation 
charges  last  August. 

Miami’s  law,  the  appellate  judge  de- 
cided is  unduly  vague  and  indefinite. 
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While  it  might  be  aimed  at  correct- 
ing dangerous  situations,  it  fails  to 
say  just  what  criminal  conduct  it 
seeks  to  curtail,  the  judge  noted. 

He  added  that  the  city  could  permiss- 
ibly write  a new  ordinance  covering 
specific  areas  such  as  school  yards, 
churches,  banks,  bars,  theatres  or 
restrooms. 

Peterson  was  arrested  by  patrolman 
David  Hodges,  who  claimed  Peterson 
was  wearing  a wig,  a woman's  nylon 
blouse,  slacks,  and  he  was  carring  a 
purse. 

Peterson,  who  spent  six  months  in 
jail  while  waiting  for  trial,  had  then 
been  placed  on  six  month's  probation 
by  Criminal  Court  Judge  MurrayGood- 
man,  who  ignored  the  defendant's  chal- 
lenge that  the  law  was  unconstitutional. 

Milton  Robbins,  assistant  Florida 
State  Attorney  who  handled  the  state 
appeal,  said  there  are  no  plans  to 
appeal  the  decision  to  higher  courts. 

A Circuit  Cour  decision,  he  said,  is 
not  binding  in  areas  other  than  its 
own  district. 

NEW  YORK:  A recent  sex  changeling 
charged  her  'operation'  on  her  medi- 
cal plan.  To  date  the  insurance  comp- 
any has  not  refused  payment  to  the 
hospital  who  performed  the  surgery. 

GROVE  PRESS,  inactive  for  a time  per 
theatrical  releases  has  picked  up  world- 
wide rights  to  TRICIAS  WEDDING  a 35 
minute  lampoon  featuring  the  COCKETTES, 
a San  Francisco-based  troup  of  trans- 
vestites. The  film,  produced  by  Mark 
Lester  and  directed  by  Sebastian  spoofs 
the  recent  Tricia  Nixon-Edward  Cox 
wedding.  Performers  are  made  up  to 
look  like  actual  participants  (Mamie 


Eisenhower,  who  keeps  falling  into  the 
wedding  cake)and  others  who  did  not 
really  attend. 

FEMME  IMPERSONATOR  Richard  Fi- 
nocchio  appears  in  Orson  Well's  new 
film*  . . . A SAFE  PLACE  as  one  of 
Tuesday  Welds  girl  friends,  and  looks 
gorgeous 

UTAH:  A Utah  resident  has  sued  her 
former  employer  in  the  UoS0  District 
Court,  claiming  she  was  fired  because 
of  trans -sexual  surgery. 

The  suit  contends  that  her  firing  in 
July  1969  from  the  $1,  200  per  month  super- 
visory post  with  Twin  City  Milk  Pro- 
ducers Assn,  violates  Federal  civil 
rights  and  similar  state  laws.  She  seeks 
$1.  5 million  from  the  association. 

LAS  VEGAS:  Female  Impersonator 
Jim  Baily  and  Liza  Minnelli  are  do- 
ing a mother -daughter  act.,  with  Jim 
Bailey  as  Judy  Garland.  Recently  in 
Las  Vegas,  Bailey  as  Judy  was  join- 
ed on  stage  by  Miss  Minnelli  for  sev- 
eral duets.  Liza  even  called  him 
MOM, 

The  two  performers  are  the  best  of 
friends,  and  both  have  their  careers 
in  high  gear.  Liza's  new  film,  CAB- 
ERET,  is  set  to  premier  in  February, 
and  Baily  will  soon  be  playing  Car- 
negie Hall  - the  site  of  one  of  Judy 
Garland's  greatest  triumphs. 

MEMPHIS,  TENN:  Men  were  bust- 
ed here  in  THE  DOOR  lounge  for  im- 
personating females  and  the  owner  was 
charged  with  permitting  lewd  acts. 

The  lewd  acts  were  singing  and  danc- 
ing in  women's  dresses  and  wigs,  kiss- 
ing one  another  and  kissing  customers. 

The  four  men  arrested  were  19  through 
24  years  of  age.  Crime  is  certainly 
rampant  in  Memphis  ! 
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BANGKOK,  THAILAND:  Homosexuality 
is  tolerated  here  but  it  is  not  legal  and 
now  there  is  a GAY  LIB  BANGKOK! The 
four  (out  of  400)  bars  that  are  gay  go 
unharrassed.  There  are  a large  number 
of  'drag  queens'  and  transvestites, 

(10,  000  is  the  estimate)  that  frequent 

straight  and  gay  bars  and  live  as  women 
in  their  employment.  The  big  Gay  Lib 
push  here  is  to  allow  these  men  to  legally 
marry  other  men.  TRAVEL  WEEKLY, 
the  trade  paper  for  the  travel  industry 
in  a recent  article  mentioned  the  fact 
that  the  unsuspecting  tourist  is  likely 
to  be  taken  by  cab  drivers  to  alternate 
hotels  "where  he  is  easy  prey  to  sales- 
men peddling  everything  from  fake 
jewelry  to  boys  dressing  like  girls" 

(Don’t  forget,  girls.  You  can  get  your 
tickets  to  Bangkok  through  Miss  Brew- 
ster's Travel  Agency) 

HOLLYWOOD:  Female  impersonator 
Clarence  Watts,  20  and  Franklin  Smith, 
18,  have  been  charged  with  murder  in 
the  October  29  strangulation  death  of 
James  Edward  Allen,  67.  Los  Angeles 
police  released  an  earlier  suspect, 
Robert  Watkins,  33,  prior  to  the  pre- 
liminary court  hearing  after  determ- 
ining that  he  was  not  involved. 

Watts  and  Smith,  police  say,  had  the 
victim's  car,  his  watch,  his  wallet, 
and  s ome  of  his  clothing. 

Allen's  pants  and  shorts  were  missing 
from  the  body.  "He  was  gay;  he  had 
a record  of  it,  " the  police  report. 

SARASOTA,  FLORIDA  police  arrest- 
ed two  young  men  on  charges  of  ob- 
scenity. Officers  said  the  two  youths, 
Jerome  A.  Swigart,  18,  and  Frederick 
C.  LaFitte,  17  were  dressed  in  women's 
attire  as  they  walked  along  Palm  Avenue 
at  McAnsh  Street. 

The  two  gave  no  local  address  and  po- 


lice charged  them  with  "appearing  in 
the  dress  of  another  person  not  belong- 
ing to  the  same  sex.  " 

The  suspects  were  being  held  in  city 
jail  in  lieu  of  $100  bond. 

NEW  YORK'S  Jule  Styne  and  Bob  Mer- 
rill have  begun  work  on  the  score  for 
the  new  musical  comedy  based  on  the 
hit  film  SOME  LIKE  IT  HOT.  David 
Merrick  plans  a Broadway  opening 
late  next  fall.  The  Broadway  show  is 
to  be  titled  NOBODY'S  PERFECT,  the 
closing  line  in  the  hit  movie  starring 
Marilyn  Monroe. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  Mayor  Joseph  Alioto's 
report  on  HOMOSEXUAL  CONDUCT 
stated  that  during  1969  the  police  arrest- 
ed 286  males  with  soliciting  and  en- 
gaging in  an  act  of  prostitution.  During 
the  same  year,  the  police  made  57 
male  arrests  for  impersonating  a fe- 
male for  LEWD  PURPOSES,  and  an 
unknown  number  of  these  were  also 
charged  with  prostitution.

Upon  exiting  the  opening  day  run  of 
"SOME  OF  MY  BEST  FRIENDS  ARE", 
Lexington  Avenue  theatre  patrons  were 
suddenly  confronted  by  about  4 or  5 
Gay  Activist  Alliance  picketting  mem- 
bers. The  horrid  gay  bar  scene,  the 
horrid  gay  sterotype,  the  horrid  ex- 
ploitation, the  horrid  lack  of  gay 
pride  was  the  tall  order  of  charges 
leveled  at  the  newest  American  In- 
ternational offering. 

Leaving  the  theatre  in  a thoughtful 
frame  of  mind  --  having  enjoyed  the 
picture  --  I confronted  one  young  mem- 
ber if  he  had  even  seen  the  film.  While 
neither  acknowledging  a yes  or  no,  I 
quickly  sensed  he  most  certainly  had 
not. 

Indeed,  Queens  Liberation  Front  had 
taken  painstaking  steps  to  see,  "A 
PATRIOT  FOR  ME",  during  its  pre- 
views, before  going  on  record  (and 
picket  lines)  to  decry  the  demeaning 
of  the  transvestite  in  the  play's  grand 
ballroom  scene. 

Well,  heave  a great  sigh  of  releaf! 
While  a few  may  find  some  of  the  dia- 
logue a bit  too  heavy,  and  the  situations 
a bit  too  tacky,  isn't  life  just  like 
that  sometimes?  Some  may  even  be 
offended  by  the  one  or  two  who  are  a- 
fraid  to  face  facts,  but  aren't  we  all 
just  like  that  sometimes? 

I hope  most  patrons  will  accept  SOME 
OF  MY  BEST  FRIENDS  ARE  as  to  what 
it  seems  to  have  been  intended.  Like 
the  straights,  there  is  a vast  variety 


of  gays,  with  a vast  variety  of  problems. 
The  butch,  the  femme,  the  hustler,  the 
fag  hag  --  the  drag!  Having  seen  Miss 
Candy  Darling  on  television  talk  shows 
and  previous  motion  pictures,  I was 
quite  annoyed  at  the  far  from  glamour- 
ous Candy  I had  been  accustomed  to 

seeing.  Can  it  be  that  the  drag  was  a - 
gain  being  portrayed  unflattering  for  a 
source  of  morbid  curiosity? 

But  no,  it  soon  became  apparent  Dar- 
ling was  essaying  the  role  of  a come- 
ly lost  person  who  wanted  love  so  bad- 
ly, unknowingly,  she  had  become  a 
carracature  of  what  she  thought  was  a 
"lady".  That  this  person  happened  to 
be  a transvestite  had  nothing  to  do 
with  her  unhappiness.  Like  the  ot- 
hers, her  loneliness  and  frustrations, 
her  heartbreaks  and  dispair  is  imbedd- 
ed in  her  person  --  in  her  being  --not 
in  her  sexuality  or  so-called  perversion 
or  abberation. 

In  the  film's  loveliest  scene.  Candy  is 
suddenly  transformed  through  her  fan- 
tasizing into  the  beautiful  woman  she 
had  always  wanted  to  be.  In  a muted 
photographed  scene  Miss  Darling's 
dream  is  stunning.  With  her  hand- 
some dance  partner,  a lush  musical 
background  and  a faint  breeze  stirr- 
ing, Candy  makes  a vivacious  and 
glorious  woman!  It  is  a scene  that 
may  have  been  taken  from  a 30's  love 
story.  Although  it  may  border  on 
nostalgic  maudlinity  --it  does  work 
in  this  instan  ce. 

But  back  to  reality. 

Unfortunately,  little  does  she  realize 
the  hustler  responsible  for  the  dream 
will  turn  it  into  a living  nightmare.  . . 
all  because  he  will  not  face  what  he 
is.  De-wigged,  defrocked  and  severe- 
ly battered,  Miss  Darling  emerges

1950s  and 
60s  he  toured  globally  in  a one-man 
show,  "Mask  and  Gown,"  which  play- 
ed the  Golden  Theatre  in  NY  in  1957 
and  later  played  the  summerstock 
circuits .

M>st  often,  a pair  of  uniformed  or 
plains  clothes  patrolmen  observe  a 
female  impersonator  make  contact  with 
a potential  customer.  When  it  appears 
that  'she'  and  the  man  are  going  to  do 
business,  the  officers  approach  the 
couple,  identify  themselves  and  attempt 
to  learn  the  details  of  the  contact.  One 
officer  questions  the  ’victim’  trying  to 
determine  who  initiated  the  conversation, 
what  was  said,  the  price  agreed  upon, 
and  whether  the  ’victim'  believed  the  im- 
personator was  female.  (Invariably,  the 
’victim"  insists  that  he  did.  ) The  im- 
personator is  then  arrested,  and  the 
’victim’  is  released.  Once  released,  he 
is  very  hard  to  find.  The  result  here, 
as  with  female  prostitution,  is  that 
many  of  the  cases  based  on  such  arrests 
are  dismissed  for  lack  of  evidence. 

The  second  method  of  arrests  parallels 
that  employed  to  arrest  females  on  pros- 
titution charges:  an  officer  walks  through 

an  area  frequented  by  prostitutes  and 
waits  to  be  solicited,  and  a deal  is  made 
between  him  and  the  prostitute,  an 
arrest  results. 

THE  AMERICAN  CIVIL  LIBERTIES 
UNION  is  considering  becoming  involv- 
ed in  legal  action  against  the  Anaheim, 
California  police  department  in  the 
wake  of  dismissal  of  charges  against 
an  18-year-old  Santa  Ana  yough  arrest- 
ed for  wearing  female  attire. 

Jay  Murley,  Orange  Coast  ACLU  po- 
lice practices  chairman,  said  charges 
of  false  arrest  and  malicious  libel  are 
being  considered  against  the  officers 
involved.  He  said  he  would  ask  for  an 
investigation  by  the  police  department 
its  elf. 

The  youth  and  a companion  had  been 
scheduled  to  be  inducted  into  the  Air 


Force  Nov.  15  under  the  buddy  system. 
During  the  arrest,  which  took  place 
the  night  of  Nov.  5,  the  arrested  youth 
told  the  officers  this,  and  according  to 
him,  one  of  the  officers  replied,  "They 
don’t  want  your  kind,  " and,  "We'll 
make  sure  they  know.  " 

The  arrested  yough  was  with  his 
19 -year-old  buddy,  another  yough,  and 

a girl  about  18  when  they  were  arrest- 
ed. A hassle  ensued  in  which  officers 
from  five  squad  cars  became  involv- 
ed. 

Witnesses  said  the  officers  used  a- 
busive  language  and  ridiculed  the  arrest- 
ed youth  and  his  buddy. 

The  charge  used  was  650a  of  the  state 
penal  code,  the  so-called  "masked  ban- 
dit law",  which  has  to  do  with  covering 
the  face  in  order  to  conceal  identity.  It 
says  nothing  about  a male  wearing  fe- 
male clothing. 

Bail  was  set  by  the  arresting  officer  at 
$190.  In  Anaheim,  a bondsman  cannot 
be  secured  to  handle  bail  under  $300. 

The  yough  was  forced  to  spend  the  night 
in  jail- -where  he  said  he  was  well 
treated.  . . and  next  morning  was  re- 
leased on  his  own  recognizance. 

When  the  case  came  to  trial  in  North 
Orange  County  Municipal  Court  the 
district  attorney's  office  offered  to 
reduce  the  charge  to  a simple,  dis- 
turbing the  peace.  The  defendant  re- 
fus  ed. 

None  of  the  arresting  officers  appear- 
ed. Judge  David  Bach,  remarking 
that  the  whole  thing  was  ’absurd',  then 
proceeded  to  throw  the  case  out  of 
court. 

But  when  the  youth  and  his  buddy  show-

A few  weeks  ago,  in  Washington,  D.C.  , 
three  drags  were  out  for  a walk  on  a 
Sunday  afternoon.  They  were  quite 
realistically  dressed,  walked  well, 
and  spoke  only  among  themselves. 

To  the  untrained  eye  they  appeared 
to  be  three  straight  girls,  out  tour- 
ing the  city's  art  galleries. 

As  they  entered  Dupont  Circle,  they 
drew  no  surprised  looks  from  the  peo- 
ple relaxing  in  the  park,  bat  three 
soldiers  on  leave  began  following  them. 
The  girls  began  walking  faster,  hop- 
ing to  avoid  contact  with  the  men,  but 
the  soldiers,  in  civilian  dress,  kept 
following  closely  and  trying  to  pick 
them  up. 

The  drags  did  not  wish  to  be  picked 
up,  and  as  they  neared  the  street  at 
the  end  of  the  circle,  one  turned  to 
the  three  men,  and  in  his  best  butch 
voice,  said,  "You  don't  want  us,  we're 
boys  in  drag.  " and  according  to  plan, 
they  separated  and  ran  in  three  differ- 
ent directions,  hoping  that  the  men 
following  them  would  give  up  and 
leave  them  along. 

But  the  soldiers  did  not  give  up.  They 
picked  one  drag  and  chased  her  down 
the  block,  finally  catching  her  at  her 
car,  and  assaulted  her,  beating  her 
mercilessly  and  tearing  off  her  clothes 
her  wig  and  lingerie.  A crowd  gath- 
ered --  the  police  were  called. 

In  a few  moments,  they  arrived  and 
amid  flashing  lights  and  howling  si- 
rens, broke  up  the  melee  laughing 
uproariously  all  through  the  process. 

In  all,  thirty  officers  arrived.  They 
came  on  motorcycles,  in  cars  and 


paddy  wagons,  and  stood  there  and 
laughed.  Everyone  had  to  see  the  show. 
The  naked  drag,  crying  hysterically, 
was  escorted  across  the  street  to  her 
friends  who  were  waiting  with  a car. 

The  soldiers  were  given  a 'good  talk- 
ing to'  which  consisted  of  a few  dir- 
ty jokes  and  an  amused  'don't  do  it  a- 
gain'  and  released.  Her  clothes  were 
collected  and  piled  in  her  open  topped 
sports  car,  and  left  there  for  the  gawk- 
ers  to  look  at  and  laugh  about. 

No  charges  were  placed.  No  one  was 
arrested.  The  assault  was  allowed 
to  go  unpunished.  Within  a few  min- 
utes, the  crowd  drifted  away  laugh- 
ing and  joking  about  the  'sissies'  and 
the  whole  incident  was  forgotten. 

It  should  not  have  been  forgotten.  The 
drags  should  have  pressed  charges, 
but  it  was  not  completely  necessary 
for  them  to  do  so.  The  police,  hav- 
ing witnessed  the  assault,  could  have 
pressed  charges  themselves.  They 
did  not,  and  in  not  doing  so,  they  con- 
doned the  actions  of  the  three  assail- 
ants, in  complete  disregard  of  the 
drags'  rights. 

We  can  never  succeed  in  changing 
the  views  and  actions  of  the  great  un- 
washed majority  of  'he-men'  in  these 
United  States.  They  will  continue  to 
hoot  and  jeer  and  assault  drags  at 
every  opportunity.  But  we  should 
attempt  to  make  them  suffer  legal 
consequences  of  their  actions.  Insist 
on  your  rights.  You  are  an  adult,  tax- 
paying  citizen.  The  police  are  here  to 
serve  you.  If  they  do  not,  sue  them! 

If  you  need  help,  the  As  Ce  L.U.  will 
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help  you,  gay  organizations  will  help 
you.  The  law  is  written  to  be  on  your 
side.  If  you  scream  loud  enough,  it 
will  have  to  be  practiced  that  way.  All 
that  is  necessary  is  one  or  two  de- 
cisions in  each  Circuit  Court  juris- 
diction, and  the  police  will  have  to  be- 
gin treating  drags  with  the  same  re- 
spect as  others  are  treated.  It  took 
the  black  men  fifteen  years  to  win  bas- 
ic rights  and  respect  in  this  country. 

It  probably  won't  take  us  that  long, 


but  we  must  start  NOW.

they  were  informed  there  would  be  a 
3 0-day  hold  on  their  induction  while 
they  were  investigated  by  military 
intelligence. 

"There  is  a strong  reason  to  believe 
that  members  of  the  Anaheim  Police 


Department  made  good  their  threat 
to  inform  the  Air  Force  that  these 
boys  were  homosexuals  and  there- 
fore not  eligible,  " Murley  said. 

"There  is  no  law  requiring  the  police  to 
so  notify  in  an  arrest  of  this  sort,  wher 
there  was  only  an  opinion  on  their  part, 
he  said,  " And  in  view  of  the"  facts  of 
the  case,  they  obviously  exhibited  pure 
malice.  " 

He  said  this  would  be  sufficient  to  sus- 
stain  a libel  action  under  California  law 

The  18-year-old  said  he  had  hoped  to 
enter  the  Air  Force  as  a medic  train- 
ee. 

NEW  YORK  TIMES  reported  that  the 
village  fathers  of  Hempstead,  L.  L 
struck  a blow  for  equality  of  the  sexes 
when  a long-standing  ordinance  pro- 
hibiting prostitution  was  amended  to 
apply  to  men  as  well  as  women. 

The  ammendment  was  adopted  unan- 
imously by  the  village  board  after  a 
public  hearing  at  which  no  one  appear- 
ed to  be  heard,  either  for  or  against 
the  amendment. 

The  change  was  made  by  including 
"any  person"  for  the  previous  word- 
ing that  specified  only  women.  It 

was  necessitated  by  several  arrests 
on  charges  of  prostitution  in  which 
the  suspects  proved  to  be  male  homo- 
sexuals posing  as  women  prostitutes.
